Along with the new tentative
budget of $4,433,304, council-
men approved an over-all tax
rate of $1,288—an increase of
7.4 cents over last year.

TENTATIVE figures on the
tax increase will be up for ap-
proval next month. A warning
by City Manager George Stev-
ens of a possible increase in
the employe retirement levy
of 12 cents indicates a possible
change in the final tax in-
crease,

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AN ACROSS-the-board five
per cent wage boost for all
city employees and an adjusted
wage scale in certain categor-
ies were included in the bud-
get, The blanket increase will
become effective early next
month, rather than this month
